),  The  Sunday-schools  which  us^fhe  lnter- 

71  national  Lessons  will  return  with  joy  to 
the  Study  of  the  Life  of  Christ.  It  is  the 
foundation  of  Christianity,  and  it  is  im- 
possible to  be  too  familiar  w ith  its  events 
or  to  learn  all  the  infinite  truth  tftught  by 
its  incidents.  In  beginning  the  lessons  for 
190  f we  enter  anew  the  Holy  of  Holies  of. 
Keligio'n,  and  may  lie  confident  of  meeting 
every  week  new  truth  of  infinite  value  and 
importance.  However  much  anyone  may- 
have  studied  the  life  of  [(*>*.  none  can  con- 
sider that  all  has  been  learned.  Let  us  ap- 
proach the  study  of  tjhe  year  With  a pray- 
erful and  reverent  spirit,  deeply  solicitous 
to  learn  all  we  can  frofrn  this  inexhaustible 
spring  of  eternal  truth- 
Too  many  are  necustdmed  to  look  on 
the  earthly  life  of  our  Lord  as  lived  with  a 
great  and’ far  reaching  purpose  but  with- 
out a plan.  He  is  given  credit  for  the  stu- 
pendous intention  of  providing  a way  of 
salvation  from  sin  for  all  the  human  race 
who  accept  it.  but  in  the  tew  -years  He 
spent  on  earth  He  is  not  supposed  to  have 
used  the  thought  and  judgment  in  plan 
ning  His  life,  which  is  conceded  to  the 
most  ordinary  of  men.  To  most  readers 
of  the  New  Testament  Jesus  appears  to 
have  wandered  here  and  thereabout  Judea 
and  Galilee  without  special  design  except 
to  meet  people,  to  heal  the  sick  and  to 
preach  the  gospel.  The  way  in  which  the 
gospel  stories  are  presented  in  the  New 
Testament  have  no  doubt  contributed 
largely  to  this  view.  They  are  often,  with- 
out sequence  or  chronological  order.  But 
when  we  consider  who  Jesus  is.  and  the 
unmatched  importance  to  the  world  of 
HiS  life  on  earth,  we  can  realize  the  ut- 
ter improbability,  indeed  the  moral  im- 
• possible,  that  His  movements  in  those  few 
years,  and  especially  during  the  three  years 
of  the  public  ministry',  shoukl  be  character- 
ized by  such  indetiniorness. 

Rather,  when  we  think  of  Jesus  as  the 
Divine  Son  of  God,  sent  by  the  Father  on 
the  greatest  and  grandest  mission  the 
world  ever  knew,  and  of  what.  He  came  to 
the  earth  to  accomplish,  the  only  reasona- 
ble conclusion  is  that  every  act  and  move- 
ment and  event  of  His  earthly  life  must 
have  been  according  to  a comprehensive 
plan,  accurately  adjusted  to  the  most 
effective  accomplishment  of  His  purpose, 
and  that  every  incident  o t His  eafthlv  ca- 
reer fitted  into  its  intended  place  like  a 
pin  into  a slot,  and  one  event  succeeded 
another  in  a complete  logical  sequence,  all 
tefiding  toward  and  contributing  to  the 
culminating  events  of  His  ministry*,  the 
sacrifice  on  the  Cross  and  the  triumphant 

' Resurrection  and  Ascension. 

in  view  of  all  the  facts  it  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  this  is  the  only  conception  of 
Christ’s  earthly  life  which  can  lie  consid- 
ered even  respectful.  Yet  how  few  study 
that  life  with  this  thought?  Each  event 
is  searched  for  its  lesson  with  little  regard 
to  what  preceded  or  followed  it,  or  to  its 
place  in  the  series  of  events  which  make  up 
that  wondrous  life.
